Moet of the lard » for family con- 
sumption conta ns a large percentage 
of what i« known in the trade an 
“white grease." which ie generally 
renderings from hogs that have died 
of disease, It is supposed bv lard 
refiners that any traces of the 
cause of death must remain im 
the t senes or fibers of the carcass, and 
that such traces can be removed by 
skilifal cleaving and bieaching, the oil 
or fat be'eg elimivated as pore. This 
ia net so. If anything could accom- 
pl sh the result « would be total aod 
complete subsaadence after thorough 
eleanieg by chemical process. Burt so 
much time would be consumed by this 
that it would not pay The white 
grease ie often worked into lard and 
sold to the consumer the same day 

while two weeks or even more is neces- 
aary for complete subs dence after 
cleaning. There are reputable firms 
that deal only in strayht goods, but 
there are also “reputable” firms that 
do not, but turn to account every kind 
of -matecal that wll incresase—their 
gains, without any ryard to the public 
enfety. 

Bakers and other who use cotton- 
eced oi] are as yet backward to ac 
knowledge it, chiefly owing to the 
prejudice that exists in the public mind 
againet ite use, whichin turn is due to 
@ general knowledge of the fact that it 
is sometimes emploved as an adulter- 
ant.
